The war production board's news- 
paper advisory committee Is expected 
to make another 5 per cent reduction 
in the paper used by the nation's 
newspapers, with the possibility of 
the order becoming effective on July 
1. 

Last December the WPB issued a 
genoraLllmitation order, No. L-240, 
which the agency's printing and pub- 
lishing division said was expected to 
result in a saving of 10 per cent in 
newsprint consumption of the United. 
States. 

But, the WPB said, only about half 
of that expected saving has been 
achieved In theJksl'SVa months of 
1043. An additional 5 "per cent— If 
agreed upon by the industry commit- 
tee—would thus bring total reduction 
to the 10 per cent figure expected by 
last winter's order.

That is why it becomes necessary 
to conserve paper stocks. That is 
why special editions, which if worthy 
of the name "special edition," would 
require extra paper, are out for the 
duration. 

The News' subscription has grown 
rapidly during the last year, and upon 
at least three occasions reprints of 
some editions were required to fill 
the demand. All those whose sub- 
scriptions are in arrears will be re- 
moved from the News* list on July 1 
— and the subscription price will be 
S2.00 a year after that date. . Tliese 
are measures made necessary by the 
shortage of skilled help, and the 
paper stock situation. 

Until the new price goes into ef- 
fect next Thursday, subscribers may 
"' pay from 1 to 5 years in advance at 
the S1.50 rate.

The announcement was made hero 
Monday following a meeting of Red 
Cross representatives of the Chicago 
unit and directors of the Lake County 
Red Cross organization. The mobile 
unit's appearance here will cnablo 
residents of this locality to give their 
blood without leaving tlieir homo 
community to donate at stationaiy 
ccntei*s. ! 

The blood donor mobile unit, with 
its complement of some 25 doctors 
and nurses, seldom visits a town of 
less than 4,000 population. The com- 
ing of the unit to Antioch was ar- 
ranged after more tiian a year of ef- 
fort on the part of the local Red Cross 
to serve as a convenience to resi- 
dents of Antioch, Lake Villa and Fox 
Lake who want to give their blood 
but have never had the opportunity 
due to working hours and transpor- 
tation difficulties.

The figure at pres- 
ent stands at 4,000,000 pints of blood 
to be delivered to the armed forces 
by the end of 1043. This stupendous 
task and responsibility has been as- 
signed to the American Red Cross. 
Your Blood May Save A Life 

It is apparent that the giving of a 
pint of blood is probably one of the 
greatest contributions a civilian can 
make lo the war efTort. For most o£ 
us it represents the ONLY way in 
which we can participate directly in 
saving a life. Bear in mind that 
plasma has reduced the percentage o£ 
wounded who died in World War I 
from seven per cent lo ONE per cent 
in this war. 

Prospective blood donors must bo 
in good physical condilion. Their 
age must be between 18 and 59 in- 
clusive, and they must weigh at least 
110 pounds. It is required that 
minors between the ages of 18 and 21 
present the written consent of par- 
ent or guardian, even upon .repeat 
donations. No one who has contrib- 
uted before is permitted to repeat 
unless a minimum of 10 weeks has 
elapsed since the date of the last do- 
nation. .

Into the picture of America at war, on tlic battle- 
front, in the factory, and on the home front, has crept a 
new practice, the very name of which has been foreign to 
our vocabulary. 

Blackmarkets are .i disi;raccful adjunct to America's 
wartime economy. The buying and selling of foodstutfs 
and other rationed gotnls for higher than ceiling prices, 
and the securing of these protlucts through illegal means, 
all are part of this vicious game. 

Every storekeeper who sells his goods without de- 
manding ration jwints, who^sells "special" things which 
he could not himself buy thn)ugh regular channels, is 
patronizing the blackmarket.'and putting the customer 
■who buys from liiin in the same class. 

It is the duty of every patriotic American with 
■friends and relatives at the fronts, to stamp out black- 
markets by refusing to patronize them directly or indi- 
rectly. Blackmarkets are the manifestations of individ- 
ual selfishness, and refusal to make necessary sacrifices. 

If the armed forces can do without comforts, if in- 
dustry can work night and day. the rest of us cin do 

with a little less now, so evervone will have more later.

■ Christians need guidance, especial- 
tly in their home nnd church rela- 
tionships. The aposllo John, under 
,tho inspiration of the Holy Spirit, 
'wrote the two personal letters khown 
to us as II and, III John. ' They 
abound In sound spiritual, practical 
odvicc. Note that these two words 
belong together, for what is truly 
spiritual ^ cannot help but bo tre- 
mendously practical and perfect for 
the direction of tliought and life. 

In these letters five ndmirablo les- 
sons ore taught. Let us give heed 
to them. They are appropriate to 
our day. 

'' I. Set an Example Before Vour 
Children (II Jolm 4-6). 

We may not like to admit it, but 
our children are- largely*'whal we 
make Ihom by their training— or 
lack of it:-in tlie home. Parents 
have the grove and at the same time 
precious responsibility of being what 
thoy want thoir children to he. We 
set the mold of their thinking and 
;BCting, not only about material 
things, but mentally and spiritually, 
which is far more important. . 

Above all we must teach them by 
precept ond example to love God su- 
premely, and to walk after His com- 
mandments. Father, mother, have 
you done your duty? Arc your chil- 
dren "walking in truth" <v. 4)? 

II. Be oD Guard Against False 
Teachers (II John 7-11). 

Wc arc not to countenance false 
teaching even by entertaining such 
teachers, or having close fellowship 
with them. To create the impresBlon 
before the world and the Church 
that they are "not so bad," by ap- 
pearing' as their friends, is to par- 
take of their evil works (v. H). This 
is a serious matter, and one which is 
a problem in the Church today. 

Such teachers may easily be rec- 
ognized. They are aptly described 
by Dr. Douglass: "In all ages the 
Church has been plagued by those 
who want to substitute something for 
pure Christian faith, or to embroider 
It with bright ideas of their own con- 
ceiving. Such people may try to 
strip religion of its supernatural as- 
pect and reduce it to a merely ra- 
tionalistic system. They may seek 
to slyly loosen the moral standards 
of the Church because their own lives 
arc denclcnt when measured by such 
standards. They may try to mini- 
mize the teaching of tfie cross be- 
cause it stands for sacrifice." Watch 
against them, and stand against their 
destructive teaching. 

III. Be Diligent in PuttinR For- 
ward True Teachers (III John 5-8). 

The door which should he closed 
against false teachers should be 
opened wide to those wlio are faith- 
ful teachers of the truth. ^ 

This refers primarily to the hos- 
pitality of the home, and reminds 
us of a grace which has been all but 
forgotten in these days of small 
apartmenls. 

, Whether v.-o are able to open our 
homes to God's servants or not, we 
can show a CiirLstlan spirit of'genu- 
inc hospitalily In helping to bring 
them forward (v. 6) in their work. 
This may be done by gifts of mfcney, 
by kindness sliown in time of iVed, 
by a real interest in their wtSrki liy 
recommending them to others \yho 
wish to hear the truth. 

Do everything possible, then, Vi 
hinder the false teacher, and be ju£\ 
as diligent to put forward the minis- 
try of-thc trvie man of God. 

IV. Cj Not Trust Trouil, Self- 
Seeking Leadership (III John 0-11). 

A man may bo orthodox, and In- 
tensely loyal to the denomination, 
and^ at the same time be a wicked 
man whoso example is to be 
shunned. No wore! is said against 
the tedthing.of Diotrephesr' He was 
not condemned for being careless 
about tiie affairs of the church, or 
unfaithful In his attendance and de- 
votion to its interest as lie saw them. 

Tlie sin of Dlolrephes was pride, 
a desire to be the boss of the church, 
"No. 1 man" in its affairs. Lacking 
the true spirituality which always re- 
sults in iiumility, he opposed the 
apostle. Not only did he refuse to 
receive him, but used pressure on 
others who were willing to be hos- 
pitable. 

V. Emulate the Life of the Man 
ol Good Report (III John 12). 

A good man I No words of praise 
could possibly surpass such -l .^ssti- 
mony. The world is full of brilliant, 
■killed, wealthy and prominent peo* 
pie, but there is an appalling dearth 
of food men and women. 

How refreshing to meet, and how 
delightful to know, such a man— such 
• woman. Like Demetrius, they 
have not only the witness of the 
.Church, ond of the truth, but also of 
"all men.*' But last week* we lald 
the world hates real Christians. It 
does, but it also reipects them, and 
tf forced to bear witness to their 
reality and goodness. 

Professed fRllowship with' God in 
Christ which du^^s not result in good- 
ness of life may well be scrutinized.

Illinois can^bcncfit from the war If 
the emergency results in forcing tax 
cuts by jeducing the 10,000 over- 
lapping political units in the state, 
forcing them to budget, and forcing 
nn'improvemcnt in the state's tax 
rhcthods, In the opinion of Prof. M. 
H., Huntej of the University of Illi- 
nois. He is a national authority on 
problems of government finance. 

"The State of Illinois includes 15,- 
000 or 10,000 separate political juris- 
dictions—a number which no other 
state approximates,'* says Hunter. 
A .study of the political units of 
the state, to determine whether re- 
organization, combination, and elim- 
ination might not result in greater 
economy seems amply warranted. 

"There should also be careful in- 
vestigation of the number and capa- 
bilities of state employes," he says. 
"A 'padded' payroll can never be 
justified, but it is enpatriotic in such 
times as these." 

Turning to the topic of "expendi- 
ture controls'*— budgeting, account- 
ing, auditing, and centrallzLti pur- 
chasing — Hunter remarked that 
"Emergencies in the aflatrs of busi- 
ness concerns have sometimes been 
blessings in disguise in that they 
have forced the adoption of these 
devices. If the" present emergency 
compels us to realize that the politi- 
cal units of Illinois have made less 
use of these contro's than any ochei 
state, we m:iy profit-by the experi- 
ence." 



Charcoal Saves Gas 
The use of charcoal burning pow- 
er plants for automobiles has proved 
a tremendous help to the war ef- 
fort in Australia. In New South 
Wales alono, charcoal burners saved 
13,000,000 gallons of gasoline in the 
past year. Farmers of the state 
have been asked to build a reserve 
of 320,000 bags of charcoal by Sep- 
tember, to take care of the hicrcased 
demand. 



Build Ships tn Assemblies 

Liberty shipyards in reality have 
the longest assembly Ime in the 
world.

FUe Rabbit'a Teeth

MEDITERRANEAN: 
Eyes Turn to Sicily 

With Allied shipping reported 
massed in the Sicilian straits, all 
Italy awaited invasion. 

Preparatorj* to the expected blow 
at the "underbelly of Europe," Al- 
lied airmen ranged over the Italian 
islands of Sardinia and Sicily, the 
Axis' remaining bastions in the Med- 
iterranean following the fall of Pan- 
telleria, Lampedusa, Lampione and 
Linosa. 

Airfields at Catania and Gerbini 
in Sicily were attacked. At Cata- 
nia, enemy fighters rose in force to 
challenge the Allied assault. 

Although Allied headquarters re- 
mained silent on their military 
movements in the Mediterranean, 
the Nazis reported that their air- 
men were engaging in running fights 
with large convoys off North Africa. 
The .-Vxis also stated that the .-Mlics 
had massed invasion barges at Ei- 
zerte. 

Meanwhile, the Allies kept the 
Axis guessing about their next 
move. Strong aerial formations at- 
tacked Axis shipping in the Aegean 
sea, where the Nazis have forltfied 
the islands leading *.o the Grecian 
mainland. 

SBIPLIFY GOODS: 
From Cradle to Grave. 

In an eflcrt to increase production 
of necessary essoniials. the govern* 
ment has orderc-d the simpliflciUion 
of more than 1.000: manufactured 
items. Elimination of frills and vari- 
ety of sizes is expected to result in 
enou.yh con-:prvat'.on of material to 
add to prod'-!cti'.;n. 

The simplificntior, order will rifloct 
American'^ froTii the cradle-ln-thc- 
grave. Metal v.'iil be rostriciod in 
baby's cribs, and the length, v.-irilh 
and depth of cofl'ins v.'i!! be limited. 
Ca?t iron kit'-'!-en utensils will be 
confined to 12 items, and 40 styles 
of enamelware have been oliminrited. 

V.'ond furniture will be reduced to 
24 bnsic patterns. Whereas \,\l') 
types f'i teols formerly were m.adc. 
only 35T nov/ will be permitted. Pro- 
duction of ek-c;tric bulbs v;:!l be cut 
from :i,500 types to 1,700. Feminine 
apparel will be simplified along with 
children's sportswear and rayon 
dresses. 

AIR OFFENSIVE: 
Cities in Flames 

Bremen's big Atlas shipyards were 
rocked by a dozen bomb hits as 
American airmen continued their 
joint attacks v.'ith the RAF over Ger- 
m.an indui^trial centers. Results of 
the U. S. raid on the submarine 
base of Kiel wore unobserved, as 
swarms of ?*azi fighter planes aro.^e 
to the defense. 

W'hile the Americans hammered 
the Atlas v/orks, strong British units, 
bolstered by huge four-enr^ined 
bombers, ripped Due.ssoldorf and 
Bochum in the Ruhr. 

Blockbusters caused heavy dam- 
age in both cities, sweeping fires 
adding to the havoc. Mass evacua- 
tions were reported, and the Gorman 
radio asked people in other districts 
to make room for the refugees. 

Size of the raiding fleets can be 
gleaned from the Nazi claim of hav- 
ing shot down 46 planes, 29 of which 
wore supposed to be the four-ongined 
machines. German aerial activity 
meanwhile was limited to a short, 
sharp sally over a London suburb, 
where bombs wei*e dropped. 



FOREIGN AFFAIRS:, 
IVorhl Cooperation 

American participation in the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of 
post-war peace was unanimously 
recommended by the house foreign 
affairs committee. 

In a simple, 35-word resolution 
which it recommended to the iiouse 
and senate for approval, the com- 
mittee declared: "... Congress 
hereby express itself as favoring the 
creation of appropriate internation- 
al machinery with power adequate 
to establish and to maintain a just 
and lasting peace, and as favoring 
participation by the United Stales 
therein." 

Introduced by Representative J. 
W. Fulbright (Ark.), the resolution ' 
was passed after being stripped of | 
the phrase calling for the organiza- 
tion of an international body to pre- 
vent future aggression, and to main- 
lain lav.', crder and lasting peace. 
Since ihis section touched on the 
highly controversial subject of an 
international police force, it v.-ns 
eliminated. 

FOOD CZAR: 

II anted /jy Conuress 

Shortly after a bi-partisan group 
of legi.-^Iato.'-s conferred v.-ith Prc-.si- 
dent Rcosevelt and sugge.-ted tiuit 
he appoint a single czar to handle 
the ff-od situation, the War Food ad- 
minislration prepared issuance of a 
report dealing v,'ith unfavorable crop 
and meat prnspeets. 

Led by Senator Walter George, the 
five senators and four representu- 
tivos urged that a single autlioriiy 
be delegated to co-ordinate produc- 
tion, distribution, preservation, ra- 
lioning and pricing agricultural com- 
modities. 

U was reported the President sug- 
gested an appropriation from I'b to 
2 billion dollars for subsidies to be 
used in "rolling back" the prices of 
foods. Many legislators oppose the 
.subsidies, contending the monev 
used unly v.-ill have to be repaid in 
taxes. 

In commenting on crop prosprc:^, 
the War Food administration ^I - 
clared floods in the Midwest and drv 
weather over the great plains have 
caused considerable damage. Meat 
slnughter and dairy production have 
failed to approach expectations. 

DRAFT: 

Fathers Due for ddl 

"FatlArs will ije placed in uniform 
at least by the last quarter of this 
year.'* 

With this statem.ent the War Mnn- 
pL;'.ver comrriission, headed hv Paul 
V. McNutt. announced the Seleclivo 
Si-Tvice bonrd's nev; draft policy in 
informing employers to prepare' for 
replacement nf married men v.-ith 
children in industry after October I. 

In addressing 5,500 employers v;ho 
have filed replacement lists with 
state draft directors, the WMC said 
tiiat after July 1 the employers also 
should plan to release the childless 
married men within six months. 

Although the W.MC's remarks 
were directed to the 5,500 employers, 
it indicated that its new policy would 
be broadly applied throughout all in- 
dustry. Speaking before a house ap- 
propriations subcommittee. Draft 
Director Hershey said 10,000.000 men 
will bo in uniform by December 31. 
During the first six months of 1944] 
115,000 men will be inducted month- 
ly, Hershey declared. 



SOFTWOOD: Softwood lumber 
will be made available for essen- 
tial farm repairs. About half a bil- 
lion board feet will be released by 

the War Production board. 
• • • 

TOBACCO: Possibility of n short- 
age of tobacco, caused by unrestrict- 
ed buying for export, was voiced 
when govornmcnt officials conferred 
with leaders of the industry recently. 



SHIPPING: Shipping losses have 
been lower in June than in May, in 
which the smallest losses since 
Pearl Harbor were sustained, says 
the OWI. 

• • • 

ARMY: An army of about 2'/4 
million men will be maintained for 
some time after the war, according 
to statements to a house subcom- 
mittee. 




RUSSIA: 

Action in the Center * . 

Omcinl announcomcnts pertaining 
to tho Russian front continued to be 
as confusing as tho fighting. 

Wh{Io the Reds claimed to havo 
thrown back German counterattacks 
in tho Orel region in the center 
of the .line, tho Nazis reported the 
continuation of the strong Russian. 
ofTcnsive in the Caucasus. 

In neither sector, however, did 
either side claim any major ^nd- 
Viince. Tn relation to renewed Rus- 
sian activity in the center, the Nazis 
said the Reds were massing huge 
forces there, apparently to press the 
initial attacks of a week ago when 
big holes were punched in the Ger- 
man lino. 

Bolstered by the od^ition*of Anicr- 
ican planes arriving under lend- 
lease, Russian airmen continued 
sweeping attacks over the German 
rear, Milltar>' Installations and 
transport were bombed. 

OIL: 

^Sitiuuioti JVorse* 

"We are rapidly passing from an 
exporting to an importing nation in 
oil." 

With these words Petroleum Ad- 
ministrator Harold Ickos forecast an 
increasing shortage of crude oil. 
Such a shortage. Jckcs said,- would 
not develop because of a lack of 
natural resources but rather be- 
cause of a scarcity of labor, trans- 
portation and other factors. 

While stating that imports of oil 
would have to bo increased from 
Venezuela, the Caribbean and Mex- 
ico, ho declared that California will 
not be producing sufHcient crude by 
tho end of the year to tal^c care of 
the Pacific war theater and her own 
needs. 

Ickos also blasted the Ofifice of 
Price xVdministration for its handling 
of the gasoline rationing, declaring 
the OPA was too lenient in its al- 
lotments. He said home owners 
could expect fuel oil rationing next 
winter. 



CORN: 

Plan Call on Loans 

Aiming at loosening the tight situ- 
iop in corn for processors - * 



iceddrs, ii ».ua reported Commodity 
Credit corporation plannpd to call its 
loans on 57 million bushels of 1042 
corn. 

Under tho proposal, farmers would 
bo allowed 30 days to liquidate their 
loans. Tho call would not interfere 
with the agency's previous move to 
redeem 35 million bushels of corn 
on tho 193a-*4I crops, elTectlvo July 1. 

Decision to call tho 1042 loans 
Was reported reached after tho War 
Food administration, headed by 
Chester Davis, turned down pro- 
posals for requisitioning the corn. 
The WFA said requisitioning only 
would Incense farmers and leave 
the government with the problem of 
shelling, grading ond hauling the 
corn off tho premises. 

iMEAT PRICES: 

DotvnlO% •' 

Answoring to President Roose- 
velt's '*hold-tho-Iinc" order, retail 
prices of meat have been "rolled | 
back" 10 per cent, a move that 
will save housewives on overage of 
three cents per pound, 

Tlie "rolMiack" will bo accom- 
plished by government payment of 
subsidies to moat slaughterers to 
cover their costs of livestock. 

Although tho action will reduce 
meat prices, consumers will be com- 
pelled to eat even less beef. The 
War Food administration announced 
that federally inspected slaughter- 
ers had been ordered to reserve 4a 
per cent of their steer and heifer 
production for the army. 

Flat price ceilings on meat have 
been drawn by ,thc OPA for four 
classes of stores, starting with the 
small independent doing less than 
$50,000 worth of business a year, 
and ending with the large operator 
with an annual volume over $250,000 

NAZI SPY: 

Intrifzue in llanaii 

In November, 1941, Bernard Julius 
Otto Kuehn ofTered his services as a 
spy to the Japanese vice-consul at 
Honolulu. In a confession to the 
FBI, he said he volunteered to sup- 
ply tho enemy with information 
about the national defense of the 
U. S. 

Shortly after, Kuehn worked out 
a system of signals to transmit in- 
telligence of American fleet positions 



to the Japs, According to tiestimony. 
the signals were developed through 
n window light in the dormer ol 
Kuehn*s home near Pearl Harbor. 
Mrs. Kuehn played a promlncnl 
role in tho Intrigue, according to 
the FBI. In 1939,- her daughter op- 
erated n beauty parlor designed to 
attract "navy business," and in 1040 
Mrs. Kuehn visited Japan, returning 
with geographical literature describ- 
ing American and British Islands In 
the Pacific. Kuehn, first sentenced 
to death, was later committed to 50 
years at hard labor. 

SUPREME COURT: 

Bans Compulsory Salute 

Reversing a previous decision by 
■ a 6 to 3 vote, the U. S. Supreme 
court ruled that the nation's publie 
schools cannot require pupils to sn 
lute the Hag. 

Said tho majority: "Compulsor> 
unification of opinion achieves onI> 
the unanimity of the graveyard . . . 
No ofllclnl . . . can prescribe what 
shall be orthodox in politics, reli- 
gion, nationalism or other matters 
of opinion ..."
